A Naval Veteran. — The London 
"Standai'd" has the following: — There 

is at present residing at Portsoa one 
of those naval veterans whoso heroic 
services during tho close of tho last 
and the earlioi- portion of this century 
shed so much lustre on our country's 
annals. His name is John Midgley, 
and ho is still a halo and active man, 
though a nonagenarian. Mr. Midgley 
entered the Navy in IT'JS, when thir- 
teen years of ago, and after twenty- 
ono years' good service received alirst- 
class modal, and again in 1866 a second 
medal in consideration of his faithful 
aorvices and exoiiqjlary conduct. 
Among other siil)stantial tokens of tho 
respect in which he is hold we may 
mention that ho has lately received 
from the Dowager Countess of Hard- 
wicke a handsome silver chain on 
which to hang his temperance medal, 
as a souNonir of her late husband, 
under whom ho served in several shij)s. 
On tho fiftieth anniversary of his 
marriage he received from lioar 
Admiral Sir Leopold MoGlintock a 
copy of that gallant officer's work on 
his celebrated Arctic reseai'ches." (Tho 
Voyage of the Fox,)" and from Admi- 
ral Sir Charles Eden a handsome 
silver-mounted walkin^^-sti(d;. From 
the widow of Capt. McGliutock lUin- 
bury, under whom he had served, ho 
received ver}' recently a valuable gold 
chain, on tho occasion of her son's 
marriage, and in order to render his 
token the more acceptable, it was 
presented to him by Lady McClintock. 
During the early part of his career he 
saw some very hard service, ospocial- 
ly off tho French coast. Ho served at 
the siege of San Sebastian in IS1:3, 
and under Lord Ivxmouth at the 
bombardment of Algiers, on tho 2Tth 
of August, 1816, when he received 
two wounds. He was potty ofhcor in 
the year her Majesty was bo-n, and 
continued so up to the time of his re- 
tiring from active ser-s-ice. Ho wears 
three war medals, and enjoys a yearly 
pension of .C()3 12s, served afl 
his life in the Navy, and says had 
he another he would do it again. 
When acting as ship's cook on board 
tho Ajax, in Kingstown harbour, ho 
was instiuinoutal in twice saving that 
vessel from destruction by lire, and 
for his conduct on these occasions was 
most highly compHmented by Admiral 
Sir Hastings Yelvorton, and present-ed 
with a gold medal by the olMcors and. 
men of tho Ajax. On his subsecjuont- 
ly revisiting that ship they manned 
the yards and gave him three hearty 
cheers. He served in her JIajosty's 
ship Diana, tliirty-Giglit gun.s, under 
tho command of Captain William 
Ferris. Ho saw very hard service at 
]?as(|UO Poads on Aug. L'l, ISll. Ho 
wa« at the daring attack at tho cutting 
out of the La Leazer and Le Prevon, 
two French brigs of war, and a convoy 
from under tho battries of Rion, in tlio 
Brodoanx river. He was also at t""T 
siege Oadi/; likewise at tho sieves c.f 
San Sebastian, whoi'o Sir (loorge Col- 
lier was Commodore. Ho served also 
in the Archipelago during the Turkish 
and Greek war, which he calls a mass-

Show Day in the City. 

The annual exhibition of the Agricul- 
tural and Hprtioultural .Society of . Vic- 
toria took plaoa at "Philharmonio Hall 
and udjacont grounds. Tho display, so 
far as it wont, of livestock, ])roduoe, 
fruits, manufactures, fancy articloa, etc., 
was very lino. In quality wo do not bo- 
Itovo tho exhibit could bo excelled in any 
country; but in number and quantity wo 
woro disappointed. Notwithstanding the 
facts that the land rodeeinod is widened 
year by year, and that the agricultural 
population has about doubled in five 
years, tho annual shows are positively 
diminishing in interest and dwindling 
down to very small proportions indeed. 
Wo say this from no caviling spirit, out 
from a desire to see our annual Shows 
made what they ought to be, creditable 
to the exhibitors and the Province. To 
aooomplish this, more energy should be 
infused into the management; the coun- 
try people should bo aroused to a white 
hont of enthusiasm and encouraged to 
grow and prepare artioles for competi- 
tion. Tho arrangements for bringing tho 
show to everyone's uotico should bo car- 
ried out in no cheeseparing spirit, and 
our word for it that next year's show 
would be as far ahead of this year's effort 
as this year's is behind that of seven 
years ago. Infuso more energy into your 
eilbrts, Messrs, Oflicers and Directors, 
or "stop down and out" and abaiuioii Lhu 
Show l)Usinons ontiroly. 11 soems a pity 
that whoro Nature does so much Man 
should do 80 little. Tho most interest- 
ing department of tho show, of any show, 
in fact, is the live stock. There were 
some magrnifioent beasts on the ground. 
Dr. Tolmio'a bull "Central Pacific," has 
grown to be a fine animal and was award- 
ed the lirst prize, Mr. Tnrgooso'H "Con- 
quoror" faking the second. A beau- 
tiful shorthorn Durham cow imported 
by Stafford A Goodacro for breeding pur- 
poses and not intended for a prize, was 
universally admired. Mat. Botterell's 
(Ine Leicester sheep, as "pretty as 
peaches," took tho first prize. A novelty 
iu sheep of the variety known us Circas- 
biau or fat-tailed, was t-xhibitod and tuok 
prizes. Mrs. Spratt had a "little lamb, 
its fleece was white as snow," of tho Cir- 
cassian species which got a prize. H. 
King, Mat Bowland, T. W. Carter had 
splendid stock on tho ground and took 
first prizes. Tho Canadian Black Hawk 
stallion of 3Ir. Turgooso took tho Ihst 
premium. Geo. Lindsay had the best 
yearling horse on the ground. Two beau- 
tiful grey carriage horses, tho jiroperty of 
Mr. J. Boscowitz, took tho first prize. 
Mr. F. Koynolds had tho best saddle 
horso on exhibition, and James Kelly tho 
best draught horses. In pigs we obssrv- 
ad some fine Berkshire and other breeds 
which the Judges did not slight in mak- 
ing their awards. Tlio exhibit of poultry 
was small but very choice and cleanly. 

Within the Hall the exhibits of fancy 
goods, ]jaiuting, crayons, etc., were much 
admired. Wo saw some beautiful shell 
and wax work, and some serviceable econ- 
omy rugs made of rags. Mr. E. Mallan- 
daine took first prize for drawing of any 
kind, and Mrs, \V. J. Miller first for best 
pen and ink sketches. Mi.ss Katie Woods 
and Mi.ss Kato Wyldo took 2 prizes in 
crayon. "Heady," a crayon b^' Mr. James 
Kobson, wrs tho best of its kind there. 
Mr. Jamos Symo had a fine portrait of the 
lato Capt. Irving on dutj^. "Devotion," 
by Mary Denny, a little misa of 8li yeais, 
jhowod groat natural talent,noodiug only 
cultivutijn to expand into genius. Two 
children of Mr. T. N. Hihben soem 
also wonderfully gifted in tho same di 
roction as iSIiss Denny.

Mr. "Teamster" says:— "This spring 
when the first toaius and packtrains com- 
menced work, freights woro at starvation 
rates, and all- had to load for what they 
could get. At this timo Mr. Barnard 
could send bis packtrain to Yale aud load 
it with X)omi9ion freight at, it is said, 

TWENTY-TWO CENTS PEB POUND, aud this at 

a time when wo are all glad „to .get ; five 
cents per pound, and some even less for 
tho same place!". 

"// is .faifi."— Who told you, kind . and 
candid "Teamster?" Why did you not 
mako it a square 25 cents per lb. when 
you were trying to make out a good oase 
against every one in general and no one 
in particular? Your generalities are 
painfully amusing. Why do you try to 
hoodwink honest teamsters and packers 
around you ? My impression is that they 
know the facta of tlie case bettor than you 
do. Perhaps you would wisli some one 
to go into business details to aid you in 
contracting, as it is thought by many.tbat 
your superior knowledge of flguros and 
tho circumstances of the country have 
frequently led you of late to contract at 
"starvation rates." Lot mo assist you in 
your future operations by saying that 
tho contract in question was a time oon- 
TK.t.oT; and that if you had stated a fourth 
of twenty-two cents per pound as tho rate 
agreed upon, you wouloi have been very 
much nearer the correct figure. 

You have a particular regard for tho 
phrases "it is said," aud "I hear." Such 
language is, doubtless, conclusive to you, 
and I am quito sure you must bo "great- 
ly pleased thereat." Lot mo rood an- 
other precious clipiiing from your mas- 
terly production: "This same pack train 
is now, I hear, gone to Tote Jauno Cacho 
at the rate of forty cents par />oiiiiil, as as- 
serts one of the members of tho lirm. To 
giya you an idea of the amount of plundar 
in a transaction like the above, 1, or any 
other packer or teamster on the road,will, 
for two trips like tho ono to Soda Creek, 
make the Dominion a present of all tlie 
teams cr trains th.it nmy bo uaotl In trans- 
porting said freight at said price. How 
it is that Mr. Barnard gets these nice bl'j 
pickings^ not little ones, I can't under- 
stand, unless his train is better, or his 
men more reliable, or that he is expected 
in return to do cert iin things, — perhaps 
to send men to Parliament who will do 
their best to play into the great Cana- 
dians and Bepudiators and Quibblers, 
hands." 

Dear Mr. "Teamster", you heard that 
the rate was 40 cents, — who told you ? 
Pardon me,— you state that "one of tho 
members of the firm" so "assorted", But, 
pray, to what firm do you allude? Was it 
one of your firm ? Such an assertion could 
not have emanated from anyone connected 
with Mr. Barnard's business. But, I for- 
get; you are known to be an impressible 
subject so long as those around you mako 
you believe that you are the t/reat coming 
man of the country; and I think it likely 
that some one, fond of chaffing, did play 
off this joke upon you. 

But, badinage apart, in this case wo havo 
another Timo Contract made late iu the 
season, seriously increasing the risk of 
losing the pack animals; and if you had 
stated ouo fourth of iO cents per lb. you 
woule have apjiroached the figure much 
more closely. The public can judge, from 
this statement of fact, how mucli "pluu- 
der" there is "in a transaction like tho 
above." Y'our remarks, wild aud absurd, 
about Barnard's playing into the hands 
of tho "groat Canadians and repudiators 
and quibblers" can only bo credited by 
men like yourself of very contracted and 
sectional views. 

Just as I close the St<tndurd of 7th 
October comes under my notice, charged 
with tho usual fulmination against Bar- 
nard, and all tlio other "rol)l)ors" who 
have been so plastic as to lie made his 
"tools".
